Where to Put It? 


PART FROM PROBLEMS RE- 

garding the use of atomic power 
and explosives that engage the 
world’s foremost scientists, anothei 
difficulty presents itself: What to.do 
with the atomic wastes? 

As atomic power plants and reac- 
tors operate they produce radidactive 
waste products that must be disposed 
of. Some of these materials lose their 
radioactivity fairly quickly and be- 
come harmless. But othefs retain it, 
and may remain lethal for many 
years. 

Britain recently dumped 
tons of such material, including con- 
crete containers, into a deep area off 
Land’s End. The theory is that the 
containers will prevent the escape of 
dangerous radiation for a long time

and thus not contaminate the 
water and marine life. 

But many experts do not favor 
this method. They fear that eventu- 
ally the effects of .the radioactivity 
may be felt. Britain also has dumped 
the wastes in abandoned coal mines, 
WHICH Could ASS Have hazardous con- 
sequences in years to come. 

The fact is that the problem of 
radioactive waste disposal has not yet 
received a unanimously approved so- 
lution. There have even been propus- | 
als that the materials be loaded | 
aboard rockets and shot to the moon. 
Certainly this problem will not be 
solved by the. method of the hillbilly 
who, queried about garbage disposal, 
replied that he just kicked it around 
until it got lost.

In primitive societies, children are exposed to the virus 
at afi @arly age and have the opportunity of acquiring im- 
munity. In a highly civilized society such as our own, 
children are not generally exposed; thus they don't acquire 
the virus until older. 

The prevalence of the disease in summer and early 
autumn is not due to chance, he said, but the “why” of the 
situation is still unknown. What is known. is that polio 
follows the pattern of other serious summer virus infections. 

Latitude has a definite bearing on the incidence, he said. 
Polio is heaviest in the temperate and northern areas. gener- 
ally following where civilization is highest. 

The five to eight-year-old grovp is the hardest hit in 
B.C., he said. By the time a person is 30.“he hasn't much 
to worry about. We've nearly al] been exposed to the virus, 
and are now immune to infection.” 

In the past six years, the B:C. polio ratio has been 10 
cases per 100,000 population per year. 

Polio is found in almost ali~countriés, independent of 
climatic conditions, he said,
